- Officials of the sponsoring Porterville Area Pilots association said as many as 500 planes are expected 
to take part in the activity which includes a wide variety of events in order to provide something for

The program for the two day event is a crowded one with air shows set at 1] p.m. daily, flying 
contests Sunday morning, demonstrations of gas model flying and rocket launching, a big barbecue beef 
dinner Saturday evening, a dance Saturday night with two bands (the Monache stage band and Gregg 
Brown’s trio), a special breakfast Sunday morning, and displays of conventional, experimental, military, 


and antique aircraft of all sorts. 


A feature attraction of the airshow this year will be Frank Sanders in his Hawker “‘Sea Fury” plane. 
The aircraft is an unusual machine which carries a 2,550 horsepower engine and a five bladed prop that 
gives it fantastic performance characteristics. Sanders is one of the best aerobatic pilots in the business. 

Art Scholl in his DeHavilland ‘Super Chipmunk” will be another standout. He was a former member 
of the U.S. aerobatic team and can really put the special plane through some unbelievable gyrations. 

Jim Lasley in his Aeronca Champ provides some comedy relief to the show with a new routine that 
is bound to please. The plane literally falls apart in the air yet keeps flying. 

And Gerald Massey in his famed Myer Special “Li'l Toot” will also perform. Those who saw the 
Navy Blue Angel show here in April will recall the zippy little red plane that astounded everyone with 
its maneuverability at very low elevations. 

Others scheduled include Jim Wells of Fresno in a “Cosmic Wind” and Bob Love in a P-51. Pat 
Tomlinson and Don Tyrrell will demonstrate their World War I fighter, the Sopwith Pup, of “Snoopy”

LYGUS BUG CONTROL 


IN SAFFLOWER CAN 


HELP COTTON 


HANFORD — Controlling 
lygus bugs while they remain in 
safflower fields will do much to 
lower lygus injury in nearby 
cotton fields, says Kings County 
Cotton Farm Advisor O.D. 


. “Mac” McCutcheon. 


The lygus bug is a destructive 
pest of cotton and only a few 
lygus can cause a loss of squares 
and fruit. Fortunately for the 
cotton grower, lygus or cotton 
daubers, as they are sometimes 
called, prefer to feed on 
safflower, alfalfa and certain 
weeds. Lygus migrate to cotton 
and begin feeding when the host 
plants are cut or begin to dry up. 
Cotton is often the only 
remaining crop left for the lygus 
to feed on. 

Dr, Vern Stern and a crew of 
entomologists have been 
checking various fields of 
safflower during the past few 
weeks. Their latest survey shows 
that many safflower fields are 
pre-maturely drying. The lygus 
population shows an increase in 
the number of third instar larvae 
along with additional fourth and 
fifth instars. 

Movement of lygus from 
safflower to cotton will- start 
soon, warns Stern. Treatment in 
the safflower field can save 
money and keep the beneficial 
insects that are in the cotton 
alive and available for harmful 


population build-ups later.

CITRUS PRODUCTION IN MEXICO 
TO BE DISCUSSED BY KARL OPITZ 


EXETER — Mexican citrus 
production problems and 
practices - will be discussed by 
Karl Opitz, extension 
subtropical horticulturist, at a 
luncheon meeting of the Central 
California Citrus Men’s club 
scheduled for Friday noon, June 
16, at the Veteran’s Memorial 
building, in Exeter. 

According to Opitz, who 
spent the greater part of April 
studying the citrus industry of 
Mexico, this country to the 
South appears determined to 
increase domestic consumption 
of fresh citrus and to expand its 
small but profitable citrus 
products operations. 

He says that presently there is 
great interest in obtaining a 
larger slice of the export trade, 
particularly with grapefruit; fifty 


percent of the frozen 
concentrate exported from 
Mexico last year went to 


Sweden; in 1969-70 Mexico 
commanded slightly more than 
10 percent of the Canadian 
frozen concentrate orange juice 
market; all orange processing is 
handled in three modern plants - 
one at Montemorelos and two at 
Vera Cruz. 

Despite low production costs 
and generally favorable climatic

conditions, Opitz says Mexican 
citrus production suffers 
occasionally from devastating 
freezes in the major -orange 
production areas in the state of 
Nuevo Leon. Currently the most 
serious limiting factor is the 
prevalence of fruit fly 
infestations in the chief 
producing areas of Mexico. In 
some areas it is necessary to 
spray every 20 days during the 
fruit growing season to control 
the Mexican fruit fly. Processing 
fruit-fly infested oranges or 
grapefruit results in defective 
juice lots and prevents imports 
into the U.S., according to 
Opitz. 

Since most citrus in Mexico 
depends mainly on _ rainfall, 
droughts frequently curtail 
production and reduce fruit 
quality. At the experiment 
station located near General 
Teran N.L. an experimental drip 
system installation demonstrates 
the most likely way to provide 


necessary seasonal moisture with 
available water

SACRAMENTO ~— Board of 
Equalization Chairman John W. 
Lynch has reported that more 
than half a billion dollars has 
been collected for California so 
far in the 1971-72 fiscal year 
through transportation and fuel 
tax programs administered by 
the board. This is a 5.9 percent 
increase in revenue over the 
1970-71 period. 

The total for 1971-72, July 
through March, is $559,078,082. 
The 1970-71 nine month total 
was $527,975 ,027. 

The revenue comes from 
three principal sources: Motor 


vehicle fuel tax, $504 million; » 


transportation tax, $20.6 
million; and use fuel (diesel) tax,

this year. 

The. commission, meeting 
May 26 in Los Angeles, 
adopted 1972-73 hunting 
regulations after hearing 
testimony from about three 
dozen speakers, most of it on 
the deer-dog controversy. 

Commissioners had 
announced April 28 in San 
Diego that they intended to 
outlaw the use of dogs in deer 
hunting. This action produced 
one of the greatest mail 
responses on a single subject in 
recent commission history.
